John Gilleland, a m iner.

A ll three bodies were res­ 
cued, but in the effort John Nicholson,

John Baker, a mine fire boss, w ere 
seriously overcome by black damp. 
Near the home of the Gillelands la 
a deserted a ir shaft. 
The two boys 
were playing around the shaft, which 
Is boarded up for about two feet from 
the ground. 
James climbed to the top 
shouting to his 
brother.

leaned over the top of the shaft.

sudden gust of the death fumes struck 
him and w ith a scream he fell fo r­ 
ward into the pit. 
His brother rushed j 
to the top of the shaft and started 
down a rickety ladder that years ago j 
served the m iners with means o f de­ 
scent.

ing their danger he rushed to the pit 
and, regardless of his own safety, h u r­ 
ried (iowa the hole.

IN A DESERTED AIR SHAFT 


The Younger Boy Falto Into the Pit 


and Hit Older Brother and Parent 


Attempt the Rescue—The Whole 


Country aide Bathe re 
Around the 


Place and After Some Houra the 


Bodies Are Rescued. 


Connellsvltle, Pa., Oct. 
14.—Three 
lives went out In a little air abaft only 
two feet In diameter and twenty feet 
deep, but filled witn 
deally black 
damp, at the mines of the Juniata 
Coke company near Junlatavllle. The 
dead are: 
John Oilleland, a miner, 
aged 50 years, and hla two sons, James 
and Winfield, aged 11 
and 
15, re* 
apertfvely. All three bodies were res­ 
cued, but In the effort John Nicholson, 
mine foreman 
at 
Junlatavllle, and 
John Baber, a mine fire boss, were 
seriously overcome by black damp. 
Near the home of the Oilleland» la 
a deserted air shaft 
The two boys 
were playing around the shaft, which 
to boarded up for about two feet from 
the ground. James climbed to the top, 
shouting to hla 
brother. 
Then he 
leaned over the top of the shaft. 
A f 
sadden gust of the death fume* struck 
him and with a scream he fell for­ 
ward into the pit. Hla brother rushed 
to the top of the shaft and started 
down a rickety ladder that year# ago 
•erred the miners with means of de­ 
scent. 
From the house not 
many 
FVd« away the elder Oilleland saw 
his boys go down the shaft. 
Realis­ 
ing their danger he rushed to the pit 
and, regardless of hla owa safety, hur­ 
ried down the bole. 
By this time a 
number of other Inmates of the house 
hurried to the shaft. 
They went to 
the top and peered in, but only 
Faint Groans Wsrs Heard. 
About half way down the little shaft 
the body of tht father had lodged. 
Uto white face and glassy eyes turned 
Upwards to the light and air told that 
the gas did Its wort quickly and well. 
Like lightning tbs news of the tragedy 
spread over the farms of Dunbar sad 
iUankha .townships and 
in a fev 
hours the whole 
countryside 
had 
flocked to the eeene of th e deaths. 
Tbe difficult problem of !*ow to de­ 
susad the death trap to recover the 
bodies was Anally solved 
by John 
Nicholson, mine foreman, who rigged 
up a farmer's fson lag mill, used for 
cleaning w heat In such a way as to 
fas pure air into the hole. Nicholson 
and John Baker, who had tor years 
worked beside Oilleland, were then 
lowered Ino the shaft 
with 
ropes 
around their bodies. Giilekecd’agtxxiy 
was soofi hoisted to the top, from 
whore It had lodged, and a t the bot­ 
tom were found the bodies of 'the two 
hoys entwined la a death embrace.

When Gustafson started to work, 
finding what had been done, he re­ 
fused to budge, but stood at his post 
with his arms folded. 
When Fore­ 
man Lyddon happened by and asked 
him what was the m atter he went on 
to tell him that Johnson and his 
partner had tied up his clothes be­ 
cause be was not a union man. 
It 
is claimed by Johnson that Gustaf­ 
son made other statem ents deroga­ 
tory to his reputation as a workman. 
Foreman Lyddon 
reported the 
m atter to Master Mechanic Bean 
and the two men who had played 
a joke on Gustafson received letters 
about five o’clock stating that their 
services were no longer required, etc. 
Johnson was at his lath** a t the 
time he received the letter and after 
he had read it he eooly took off his 
coat, rolled up his sleeves and walk 
ed over to where Gustafson was. 
aud started in to pound him right 
and left. Before the two men could 
be separated Gustafson had been ad­ 
ministered a terrible drubbing, so 
bail in fact, that it was necessary to 
carry him from the building to his 
home. 
Later a warrant was issued for 
Johnson’s arrest on the charge of 
assault. He was released on bonds 
and the hearing was set for this 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
Ed Johnson has many friends in 
the shops and it is understood that 
many of them are not pleased with 
Foreman Lyddon*m action in firing 
the two men without giving I hem a, 
hearing on that m atter. 
Mr. John­ 
son this morning stated that nothing 
bad ever been said at the sho{is re­ 
garding union labor or anything 
else. 
He says it was a joke all 
around and that it is a practice the 
world over. Someone tied his over­ 
alls up a day or two ago and ¡he says 
he had reaeon» to believe1 that Gun* 
tofson was the one who did it. He 
merely wanted to get back at him in 
a pleasant way and meant no offence. 
He says that there is hardly a man 
in the shops but would have done the 
same thing 'h a t he did, and he is 
sure that he has been greatly wrong­ 
ed, as there was no provocation for 
the very prompt action on the part 
of the foreman, 
The case against Mr. Johnson was 
called this afternoon but was con­ 
tinued until Wednesday morning.

fectly Safe.

The new bridge across the Crow 
Wing river about a mile south of 
Sylvan Lake station has been com­ 
pleted and the same has been accept­ 
ed by the commit tee of gentlemen 
from this city who have had the m at­ 
ter in charge. 
This bridge was built largely on 
popular 
subscription. 
There has 
boon a growing demand for this im­ 
provement but the officials of the 
different counties wen* at a losa to 
know just bow to get at the m atter 
on account of its peculiar poaiiton, 
a o d of cou me t he re was a t endency 
on the |«art of the hoards of Mor- 
stson and Cass not to do anything in 
the matter as it would only be a bene­ 
fit to Rraiuerd. 
I .asi s or i og a mee t i ng of t he oil i - 
zens of Brainerd was heltl and a 
committee consisting of I)r. Camp, 
Con O ’Brien and J. M. Elder was 
appointed to raise the funds neces­ 
sary and to locate and build the 
bridge. 
Neither Morrison or Cass 
counties would build the bridge, and 
it lie! ng on the Hoe between these 
two counties. Crow Wing county 
could not very well gd ahead and 
build unless by popular subscription. 
The above committee at. once went 
to work on the m atter and Morrison 
county gave $6011 and the residents 
about Sylvan Luke agreed to give 
$50(1. This left $1500 to b*» raised 
Ily s n bacription, as it was e* t imat«**1 
the bridge would cost in the neigh­ 
borhood of $25**1. 
The gentlemen raised the money, 
located the bridge and shortly after­ 
ward let the* 'Contract to the L. E. 
Johnson bridge Co., < >f M i n neapol i s. 
The bridge has now been com­ 
pleted aud it is said it is one of tie* 
best in these parts. 
The committee 
went out and inspected the bridge 
Saturday and found it to lie satis­ 
factory in every respect and opened 
it up for traffic. 
Brainerd will bo benefited greatly 
by the ojiening up of this bridge. 
It connects the city with a fertile 
and well developed country, and 
though not in Crow Wing, it is in 
c U mm ttrox i m i ty to B mi nerd I ha n a n y 
other market. 
It lies in the north­ 
western j»art of Morrison county and 
is what is known as the Rail Prai­ 
rie country extending way down to 
Alexandria Lake. 
The bridge is a combination iron 
and wood structure, 250 feet long, 
with one span 140 feet. 
The corn 
mil tee is very well satisfied with the 
bridge and the work. 
It has been 
opened up to travel and it is hoped 
will benefit Brainerd materially as 
well as being a great convenience for 
the foraters living in the Rail P rai­ 
rie country.

H U M A N M O N K E Y S S T U D IE D . 


P rn :rt» o r H a e c k e l T e lle o f th e In t e r - 
e a t!a a ip eeles. 
Professor Haeckel’a latest publication 
contain* some curious information re­ 
garding the human monkey of Java, 
say* a London correspondent. A most 
interesting specimen of the young gib­ 
bon was watched by Professor Haeckel 
at hi* own house in Java. 
The species is found only In Java and 
I* called Hylobates leuclscus. The na­ 
tive* call IL on account of the charac- 
teriutic sound it utter*, "oa.” 
When 
standing, it I* scarcely taller than a 
child of gfx year*. The head is compar­ 
atively small, and it has a small, slen­ 
der waist. The legs are short am] the 
arms much longer. The face is more 
human than that of the orang outang. 
Professor Haeckel says: 
"Its physiognomy reminded me of the 
manager of an insolvent (Miilk ponder­ 
ing with wrinkled brow over the re­ 
sults of a crash. 
Distrust of the oa 
toward all white Europeans is noticea­ 
ble. 
On the other hand, be was on 
terms of intimate friendship with the 
Malays in our household, especially 
with the small children. 
Ile never 
crawled on all fours when tired of run­ 
ning. but stretched on the gras* be- 
geath the tropical sun with one arm un­ 
der his head. 
"When I held tasty food Just out of 
his reach, be cried like a naughty child, 
‘Huite, bulter a sound altogether dif­ 
ferent from ‘Ga, oh!’ with which he ex­ 
pressed various emotions. 
He had a 
third and more shrill sound when he 
was suddenly frightened. 
“The speech of these human mon­ 
keys has not many different sounds, 
but they are modulated and altered In 
tone and strength with a number of 
repetitious. 
"They also use many gestures, mo­ 
tions with their hands and grimaces, 
which are so expressive In manner that 
a careful observer can detect their dif­ 
ferent wishes and various emotions. 
"My specimen liked sweet wine. Fie 
grasped a cup In both hands and drank 
like a child. 
He pee lei I bananas and 
oranges just as we are accustomed to 
do. holding the fruit in his left hand. 
Most of the Malays do not regard the 
gibbon and orang outang as brutes. 
They believe the former are bewitched 
men and the latter criminals who have 
been changed to monkeys as punish­ 
ment. 
Others think they are men in 
the course of development."

A most 
to tm n ü n g specimen of the yonag gib­ 
bon waa watcbed by Professor Haeckel 
a t hie own bouse in Java. 
The spectra Is found only In Java and 
la caOed Ely loba tea Icoctscua. The na­ 
tives call It, on account of the charac­ 
teristic sound tt otter* "aa.” When 
standing, It to scarcely ta le r than a 
child of six year* The bead to compar­ 
atively small, and tt has a small, slen­ 
der waist. The legs are short and the 
arm s much longer. The face la more 
human than th at of tbe orang outang. 
Professor Haeckel rays: 
"Its physiognomy reminded me of tbe 
manager' of an Insolvent hank ponder­ 
ing with wrinkled brow over the re­ 
sults of a crash. D istrust of tbe oa 
toward all white Eurot* un» 1» noticea­ 
ble. On tbe other hand, lie was on 
terms of intim ate friendship with the 
Malays in our household. e»[»ecially 
with the small children. 
He never 
crawled on all fours when tired of run­ 
ning. but stretched on tbe grass be- 
flerttb the tropical sun with one arm un­ 
der bis bead. 
"W hen I held tasty food just out of 
hla reach, be cried like a naughty child, 
‘Unite, butter a sound altogether dif­ 
ferent from *Oa, ua.“ with which he ex­ 
pressed various emotions, 
lie bad a 
third and more shrill sound . when he 
was suddenly frightened. 
"The speech of these hum an mon­ 
keys has not many different sounds, 
but they are modulated and altered In 
tone and strength with a number tff 
repetitions. 
"They also use many gestures, mo­ 
tions w ith their hands and grimaces, 
which are so expressive In m anner that 
a careful observer can detect their dif­ 
ferent wishes snd various emotions. 
"My specimen liked sweet wine. He 
grasped a cup In both hands and drank 
like a child 
He peeled bananas and 
oranges just as we are accustomed to 
do, holding the fruit In his left hand. 
Most of the Malays do not regard the 
gibbon and ornug outaug as brutes. 
They believe the former are bewitched 
men and the latter criminals who have 
been changed to monkeys as punish­ 
m ent 
Others think they are men In 
the course of development.”
